out last night for a preview on 
Lompoc's Environmental Resource 
Management Program 
R Dale Beland. program director 
for Wilsey Ham, consultants and his 
associates 
Madelyn 
Glickfeld, 
project manager, and Steve Pierce, 
staff planner, told listeners their 
work will provide the city with the 
tools to meet state requirements on 
environmental planning, and tools 
also to guide management of the 
Valley’s total environment. 
The study will be completed and 
presented to the city council in June 
Four major considerations will be 
spelled out in maps and textual 
matter showing options open to 
planners and councilmen There is 
concern, the consultants said, for 
preservation of unique resources, 
such as scenic or historic artifacts; 
concern for environmental quality 
with reference to air, water, open 
space 
and 
waste 
management 
resources; concern for production 
resources with reference to the 
economic resources in agriculture, 
oil and mineral production, and 
lastly, concern for environmental 
hazards such as potential landslides 
and seismic factors. 
The consultants said they will 
“ describe the range of choices” to 
guide the city in charting the future. 
Key to the effort according to the 
consultants is an understanding of 
the environment. 
One 
consultant 
described 
the 
overlay maps as a kind of “ early 
warning system” to aid the city to 
evaluate land use and proposals for 
development. 
The audience included Mayor E C. 
Stevens 
and 
councilmen 
Emil 
Scolari and Sol Lefkowitz; planning 
commissioners, chairman William 
Fick, 
James 
Flegge, 
Vernon 
Copeland George Barnes, John Peto 
and Robert Kranig. Flegge is the 
representative of the commission on 
a technical advisory committee 
appointed by the city council. 
The consultants emphasized that 
they will need help from all the 
officials to complete the study. As 
one consultant noted. “ We're not 


the experts on the city, you are. You 
live here and we don't.” 


Israel 
pulling out 
equipment

Israel 
began 
pulling 
out 
equipment from its forward areas 
on the west bank of the Suez Canal 
today 
and 
Egyptian 
President 
Anwar Sadat said Syria is ready to 
begin talks on the disengagement of 
Syrian and Israeli troops on the 
Syrian front. 
Sadat told a news conference in 
Rabat, Morocco that “ the Geneva 
talks cannot restart as long as there 
is no agreement between Syria and 
Israel on 
disengagement...Damascus 
is 
ready to hold discussions on this 
matter.” 
Sadat 
conferred 
last 
weekend 
with 
Syrian 
President 
Hafed Assad 
Israel began the pullback after the 
Knesset (parliament) approved the 
agreement in a stormy session in 
Jerusalem Tuesday by a vote of 76 to 
35. The opposition rightwing Likud 


had called the pullback too one-sided 
but Prime Minister Golda Meir said 
it could be the first step toward 
peace. 
Israeli military officials said the 
equipment being removed from the 
Israeli defense perimeter in areas it 
captured 
in Egypt included an 
estimated 750,000 mines which they 
said would be reconditioned and 
used to protect Israel’s new front 
lines in the Sinai. 
The military command said Israel 
also permitted the transfer of 300 
wounded Egyptian soldiers from 
Suez City to hospitals in Cairo. The 
Egyptians were taken out of Suez 
City at the southern end of the Suez 
Canal by Egyptian ambulances. The 
city has been encircled by Israeli 
troops since the end of the October 
war.

- Boosting to $1 8 billion, almost 
double the level sought a year ago. 
the amount of money needed for 
energy research and development 
"We must not permit private 


profiteering at the expense of public 
sacrifice.”

From fission to fishin' 
in Vandenberg Village

John 
Flaherty of 409 Oakhill 
Terrace, Vandenberg Village, has 
gone from fission to fishing and 
from nuclear energy to the ninth 
tee 
He was, in fact, the assistant 
general manager of the U.S. Atomic 
Energy Commission < AEC) and one 
of that agency’s original employes 
during the time of that blinding flash 
that was the dawn of the nuclear 


era, a flash and an era he helped 
engineer 
with 
the 
Manhattan 
Project. 
Now he lives on the brow of a hill 
with a broad distant view of the 
green Lompoc Valley over the 
immediate brier of the Burton 
Mesa. 
Likewise, after 30 years in atomic 
energy work. Flaherty stands at a 
crest in his career, with his receipt 
last month of the AEC Distinguished 
Service Award. And beyond the 
present thicket of energy crises he 
discerns for the United States a 
fertile era of self-sufficient energy 
based on making oil from coal and 
electricity from uranium, two of 
this 
continent’s 
still 
abundant 
resources. 
From the other side of his hill 
home, 
Flaherty 
anticipates 
the 
green 
expanses of 
the Village 
Country Club. His retirement. It 
was this area that drew him here.

Lompoc’s energy cut 
surpasses request 


A native of Michigan who met his 
wife while both were reporting for 
the Battlecreek Enquirer News, 
Flaherty arrived here to witness a 
small 
reactor

Vandenberg in 1965. He spent the 
long hold hours golfing, later piloted 
from 
Los 
Angeles 
for 
golfing 
weekends and finally bought his 
present lot 


Designed by his wife, Martha, the 
house itself is airy, white walled 


inside and L-shaped A quiet Indian 
motif recurs in throw rugs and 
hangings. 
She 
calls 
it 
“ Irish 
Navajo.” A freshly disorganized 
study is heaped with books. Flaherty 
will do consulting work half time 
and wedge some skiing and fishing 


into the rest. On standby in the 
garage is a golf cart with two sets of 
grass-stained clubs. 


At 60, Flaherty is slim, smiling 
and finely grayed. He was deputy 
chief of personnel during the World 
War II atomic bomb project, the 
Manhatten Project, which evolved 
into 
the 
AEC 
after 
civilian 
authorities won a struggle with the 
military over its continued control 


On hand at the dawn of it all, 
Flaherty has since shuttled between 
the AEC and private nuclear power 
industry, 
winding 
up with high 
responsibility 
for 
research, 
development 
and 
promotion 
of 
nuclear energy with the government 
agency.

Interim 
legislation on 
energy 
cutbacks does not apply directly to 
the City of Lompoc, but an official 
appeal for a voluntary reduction in 
the use of electricity has been 
surpassed 
That was the word today from 
Gene Wählers, city administrator 
Wählers said the use of electricity in 
the city was down 10 7 per cent 
during December, a figure that was 
nearly one percentage point greater 
than the 10 per cent called for by 
Mayor E C. Stevens. 
However, Wählers said December 
with traditional year s end partying 
was perhaps one of the easiest 
months to effect a reduction. 
Wählers said a state legislative 
counsel had advised committees 
working on the question that interim 
legislation, AB 909 did not apply to 
municipalities 
However. Wählers 
said decisions would have to be 
made if the city’s supplier. Pacific 
Gas 
and 
Electric 
drastically 
reduced deliveries 
Meanwhile, the deadline for an 
additional five per cent cutback 
appeal by the California Public 
Utilities Commission came 
and 
went 
quietly 
today 
William 
Ruffner. city utility chief said the 15 
per cent cutback now being called 
for would require some additional 
programs of curtailment. 


In a bid to reach the original 10 
per cent, 60 street lights were cutoff 
on H Street and Ocean Avenue 
where light intensities were high 
anyway, Ruffner said It is believed 
that 
enforcement 
and 
penalty 
aspects of PUC cutback orders do 
not apply to Lompoc Wählers said 
the 
Northern 
California 
Power 
Agency (NCPA) was coming up 
with a legal opinion 


Elsewhere

Guadalupe police chief 
jailed on bribe charge 


The Guadalupe City Council today 


was to decide what to do in the 
vacuum created by the dramatic 
arrest of the city's police chief on 
charges of accepting bribes. 
Chief Stanley R. Camp. 59. was 
taken into custody yesterday in a 
restaurant and booked in Santa 
Barbara County Jail on charges of 
accepting bribes totaling $600 for 
special favors and protection 
Camp remained in jail today in 
lieu of $25,000 bail. Authorities said 
Camp was deeply shaken by his 
arrest, was “ cooperating fully 
in 
the investigation and had made no 
effort to bail out of jail. He was to be 
arraigned tomorrow in Santa Maria 
Municipal Court. 
Camp is a 28-year veteran of the 
six-man 
Guadalupe 
Police 
Department. 
Camp 
allegedly 
accepted 
the 
bribes 
from 
an 
undercover 
investigator who professed to be 
setting up a bookmaking operation. 
District Attorney David Mimer 
and Sheriff John W. Carpenter in a 
joint announcement said the arrest 
climaxed 
an 
investigation 
that 
began 
in 
November 
when

They stand and smoke in front of 
the single level Santa Barbara 
County building on South D St 
Every Wednesday. 
They come with their parents, if 
their parents still have anything to 
do with them, if they have parents. 
Some 
wait 
in 
the 
building, 
handcuffed 
Others need their hand held and 
nose wiped 
Too bad that uninformed people 
drive by and label them all as one 
category: juvenile delinquents. 
The label is neither 
fair nor 
correct, but it has been around for a 
long time - as long as boys will be 
boys and girls will be girls. And, it 
should be noted, adults will be 
adults. 
Since September 1972, juvenile 
court has been held in Lompoc on 
Wednesdays. Yale Coggan, Santa 
Barbara 
County 
referee 
(called 
judge in the courtroom). presides. 
The juvenile justice system since 
1967 
has 
undergone 
significant 
changes. During that year the U.S.

Supreme Court ruled that “ juveniles 
subject to possible incarceration 


resulting from a juvenile court 
hearing 
must be provided 
with 
certain 
basic constitutional 
due 
process of law protections 
A more 
recent decision provided juveniles 
in court with further rights 
But 
because 
juvenile 
court 
proceedings are closed, the public 
has been unable to see the important 
changes in action In a brief report, 
here is a recount, a slice of referee 
Coggan’s courtroom operation in

Coggan, a 
balding and clear- 
speaking lawyer, spent the morning 
in the conference room hearing 
cases and talking to a journalist 
about the juvenile court Most of all.

Senator claims John Dean 
should be Indicted for perjury 


WASHINGTON (U P I) 
Senate Republican Leader Hugh 
Scott said today still-secret material he viewed at the White 
House convinced him that former presidential counsel John 
W. Dean should he indicted for perjury. 
Scott told reporters that if he was Leon Jaworski, 
Watergate special prosecutor, "I would feel there is enough 
evidence to indict him.” 
Dean testified before the Senate Watergate committee 
last summer that he told the President in September, 1972, 
and again prior to March, 1973, that a Watergate cover-up 
was going on within the administration 
The President has contended that he was not told about it 
until last March during a meeting with Dean 
Scott first said Sunday that the White House had informa­ 
tion that it had not made public that would show Nixon was 
innocent of some of the major allegations against him. 


Asked today whether he saw transcripts or summaries of 
the Nixon-Dean 
conversations, Scott replied: " I’m not 
going to say what I saw,” but added: 
‘‘I saw enough to convince me the person involved who 
gave testimony before the Ervin committee testified to 
matters that had not occurred at the dates and times he 
said they occurred ’* 
Scott bristled when asked about reports that Jaworski s 


office had found no evidence that Dean had perjured him­ 
self 
“ There is no such statement,” Scott said. He said such 
reports were “ imputed to a faceless source ” 
At one point, Scott said he saw enough to warrant “ sever­ 
al indictments” against Dean who pleaded guilty last Oct 
19 to a single count of conspiracy to obstruct justice

A man of quiet precision, 
Flaherty believes that the 
government s long scrutiny 
of 
atomic 
power as 
it 
developed has kept what he 
describes as its “ awesome 
force” well within human 
control. 


“ You see, this business 
has been very carefully 
controlled 
from 
the 
beginning,” 
he 
reviewed 
from his living room couch. 
“ Unlike many of these other 
things, like the widespread 
use 
of 
DDT 
and 
the 
combustion 
products 
ot 
automobiles - things of this 
kind all grew up and became 
a massive problem without 
any attention really being 
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paid 
initially 
to them. 
Atomic 
energy 
has had 
exactly the opposite history 


“ I ’ve been at it almost 
since the beginning and I 
can remember that at Oak 
Ridge, 
where 
I 
was 
stationed in 1943, 31 years 
ago, one of our most active 
sections was 
the health 
section We had a very large 
health program. Right to 
begin with there was a 
concern 
for 
the health 
aspect.” 


The former AEC leader 
characterized 
the 
actual 
safety record of nuclear 
industry in the country as 
“ fantastic.” 


“ Do you realize that there 
has never been a single 
death or even a serious 
injury to any member of the 
public ever through the 
operation of nuclear power 
plants in the United States? 
Not one!” 
Flaherty 
broke into a 
chuckle. 
“ You know, we can go out 
and slaughter 500 people on 
a 
holiday 
weekend 
in 


automobiles 
and 
think 
nothing about it. We just go 


merrily on our way. No one 
says a damn word about it. 
Yet here’s an industry that 
has a record of never having 
had a 
single, a single! 
serious injury to anybody 
and it just catches hell all 
the time. ” 


The energy crisis didn’t 
break upon him and his 
industry 
suddenly, 
Flaherty says. In fact he 
and many he knows have 
been giving Paul Revere 
speeches about it for five 
years, he says. 
No one 
listened. 


Now there are two things 
to do, the former AEC vice 
director 
asserts: 
start 
making oil from coal and 
get as many nuclear power 
plants 
on 
the 
line 
as 
possible. 


“ In the United States,” he 
outlines, “ we have two very 
large sources of energy, 
coal and uranium. Large 
resources. And these are the 
ones we're going to have to 
learn how to use.”

In its present and 
in 
subsequent 
generations, 
Flaherty believes the time 
is right for nuclear power to 
begin 
a 
sizeable 
contribution to American 
life and that it's also time to 
put away the lantern. 
“ My personal view is that 
they 
(the 
five 
member 
AEC) are overly timid,” he 
described. 
“ It 
( the 
commission) 
has 
put 
restrictions on reactors that 
are unfair. It has already, 
as you know, cut back the 
operating limits of many of 
the licensees and so forth, 
just 
because 
of 
the 
'perhaps' type of things that 
everybody’s raised. My own 
view is that we’ve gone 
much too far bending over 
backwards to be absolutely 
1,000 per cent safe on these 
things.” 
Flahertv relaxed for a 
moment and looked at the 
vista from his living room 
window. 
“ If I sound bullish about 
atomic energy, it’s because 
I am.”

offered tips on conserving energy as 
a means of also conserving money 
Being an ol farm boy I read his 
suggestions with interest but have to 
admit to a generation gap. A new 
generation of research and progress 
has cropped up in the business since 
I left the farm many years ago to 
seek my fortune in the city, and the 
new 
terminology 
concerning 
methods and chemicals goes right 
by me. 
Here are Hansen’s suggestions, 
however, in his own words and I can 
only say, any farmers as puzzled as 
I by any of the terms, are certainly 
behind the times. 
Minimum tillage: a conservation 
technique that reduces the threat of 
erosion and cuts down the number of 
tractor operations necessary 
to 
plant row crops. 
Irrigation 
water management. 
Water wasted is fuel wasted. Power 
use should be evaluated to maintain 
efficiently 
operating 
systems. 
Consider pipe sizes and horsepower 
requirements to meet minimum 
crop needs. 
F e r t i l i z e r 
ma na ge me nt : 
manufacture and distribution of 
fertilizer 
requires 
energy 
(so 
fertilizer 
wasted 
is 
also 
fuel 


wasted) 
Wasted 
fertilizer 
also 
pollutes the environment Wise use 
would include <ai introduction of 
legumes into cropping sequence; 
« b » full use of available animal 
manures and sewage products; <c> 
split applications of nitrogen to 
reduce leaching and denitrification. 
Improved 
cropping 
sequence: 
repeated cropping to the same crop 
permits crop pest buildups requiring 


more frequent use of pesticides, 
with subsequent increased energy 
demands and pollution
